Vote Is 7 to 1. | 


Vote of the judges was 7 to 
1 for the finding, with Judge 
Clem F. Storckman of St. Louis, 
filing a dissenting opinion. 

The majority opinion said: 

“Although St. Louis consti- 
tutes a legal subdivision of the 
state and exercises such gov- 
ernmental functions as are gen- 
erally exercised by the 114 | 
counties of the state, the city of 
St. Louis is not legislatively 
classed as a county but as a city. 

“The city of St. Louis is a 
great metropolis that has, none 
of the attributes of the usual 
concept of a county, such as 
areas in which there is no 
municipal or local government. 
It is also a city which, due to 
the fact that it is not within 
the territorial limits of a 
county, must exercise county 
functions as an integral part of 
state government.

CANADIAN PLAN 
WITH 62 ABOARD 


HAVE CRASHED 


Four-Engine Craft Dis-

VANCOUVER, B.C., Dec. 10 
(AP)—A Trans-Canada Air Lines 
‘plane carrying 62 persons dis- 
appeared in a violent windstorm 
over the forbidding Chilliwack 
‘area of southwestern British 
| Columbia last night and was 
| believed to have crashed. 
| Potentially it was the worst 
/commercial aviation disaster in 
Canadian history. 

Twelve Royal Canadian Air 
| Force craft and six other planes 
took off at daybreak to search 
the area extending in all direc- 
tions from Hope, 125 miles edst 
of Vancouver. 

Squadron Leader G. L. Shea- 
han, R.C.A.F.  searchmaster, 
said two radar stations had re- 
ported “fixes” on an aircraft at 
7:10 p.m., a minute after the 
last message from the Trans 
Canada North Star said it had 
| passed Hope on its way back to 


| Vancouver with one of its four 


engines gone. 

The searchmaster said the 
radar “fixes’’ showed the plane 
could be anywhere within 30 
miles of Hope. Hope is at the 
western end of ‘the Fraser can- 
yon in an area carved by can- 
/yons and gorges and with nu- 
| merous lakes. 

An early report that a flash- 
‘ing light had been seen on a 
| mountain 45 miles east here 
| turned out to be from a micro- 
wave relay tower. 

The plane’s fuel supply would 
have been exhausted by 1 a.m. 
Ground Party Out. 

In addition to the aerial 
search, a ground party was set 
to start out from Chilliwack, 65 
miles east of Vancouver. 

Four R.C.A.F. planes criss- 
crossed the North Star’s route 
during the night without sight- 
ing a trace of the missing plane.

Deadly Blow to Soviet

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
Dec. 10—Speaking in ‘support 
of a proposed resolution con- 
demning Russia for violating 
the United Nations Charter by 
its suppression of freedom in 
Hungary, 
Jr., chief United States delegate, 
today broadened his attack to 
include the whole of world 
Communism. 

Lodge told the General As- 
sembly the uprising in Hungary 
“is an uprising of youth,” add- 
ing that “this is the deadliest 
of condemnations, showing the 
abject failure of the whole sys- 
tem, which carries within itself 
the seeds of its own dissolu- 
tion.” 

Communism, Lodge said, is a 
failure because “it ignores the 
noble and the spiritual” in hu- 
man life. 

Events in Hungary, he said, 
“constitute a deadly blow to 
Soviet prestige, which will con- 
tinue to shrink in world influ- 
ence as snow melts in the sun.” 

Approval Seems Certain. 

The new measure, sponsored 
by 17 nations, is the eighth 
resolution on the Hungarian 
situation. Its passage seems as- 
sured, but there is no, indica- 
tion that it will be more suc- 
cessful than the others in 
achieving the withdrawal of So- 
viet troops. 

The draft resolution recalls 
former actions pagsed by the 
Gtneral Assembly since Nov. 4,

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BUDAPEST TENSE | 
AS STRIKE NEARS | 


BUDAPEST, Dec. 10 (AP)— 
Workers in several big Buda- 
pest factories declared tonight 
they would defy the Soviet- 
sponsored government and un- 
dertake a nation-wide general 
strike tomorrow. 

Budapest was tense under 
the guns of Russian tanks and 
Hungarian police. A 48-hour 
general strike was proclaimed 
yesterday by the Budapest Cen- 
tral Workers’ Council to start 
at midnight tonight. The gov- 
erament retaliated by outlaw- 
ing the council and imposing 
martial law. 

The proclamation said the 
strike was intended to protest 
against the “anti-peoples and 
anti-workers activities of the 
government of Premier Janos 
Kadar.” 

The Russian-supported Kadar 
government reacted swiftly. 

It sent dozens of plainclothes 
police to seize trade union head- 
quarters in the former Stalin 
square where the workers’ 
council meets. 

Workers Spread Word. 

Word of the police action was 
spread quickly by workers who 
came around to the headquar- 
ters early this morning to pick 
up copies of the strike procla- 


fore 9 a.m. they were loaded 
with police. 

Local phone service in Buda- 
pest and the countryside was 
cut off for hours to prevent the 
workers’ leaders from announc- 


bers. 

Radio Budapest confirmed 
that a 48-hour general strike 
starting at midnight 4onight had 
been called by the Budapest 
Central Workers Council yester- 
day before the dissolution de- 
cree. 
| A communications blackout 
preventing Western correspond- 
‘ents from telephoning their dis- 
'patches about weekend events 
‘in Budapest lasted from Sun- 
day morning until just after 
‘noon today. Then it was lifted 
'without explanation. 

Other Developments. 


There were several other ma- 
‘jor news developments here. 
| These included: ; 

| 1. Strong rumors that Soviet 
‘Deputy Premier Georgi Malen- 
'kov visited Budapest again last 
Friday and Saturday and that

Most American cities lack “a 
conscious and adequate public 
social policy” to meet the chal- 
lenge of population change and 
assist the process of human ad- 
justment, Herman H. Long, di- 
rector of race relations for Fisk 
University at Nashville, Tenn., | 
said here today. 

Long made the keynote ad- 
dress at the annual Human 
Rights Institute at Kiel Audi- 
torium, where a number of 
speakers discussed the move- 
ment of people to St. Louis 4 
from the rural south, and from 
one section of the city to an- &

“The need,’ Long said, “is 
for a positive migration policy 
by urban communities which | 
not only welcomes the presence 
of new groups but also an- 
ticipates the necessity of 
putting them into contact with 
the opportunities for housing, 
employment and social welfare 
which their happy adjustment 
requires.

A second’ persuasive reason 
for looking favorably on migra- 
tion, he continued, is that 
America’s growth as a strong 
industrial nation “has necessi- 
tated a continuing shift of pop- 
ulation, the most dominant 
characteristic of which has been 
the change from rural to urban 
concentrations of people.” 

Long said the classic case of | 
migrations within the United 
States was the shift of the 
Negro population, which from 
1915 to 1940 brought 1,750,000 
Negroes to the north. He said 
St. Louis and nine other large § 
cities had accounted for 50 per |§ 
cent of Negro population growth | 
in this country since 1940, while 
at the same time absorbing only 
4 per cent of white population

“One of the major factors in 
lead time is administrative de- 
lay,” he said. “That adds per- 
haps 20 or 25 per cent to pro- 
duction time. 

He laid much of the blame 
on an ever-growing number of 
Defense Department and Air 
Force committees and groups 
which must approve an air- 
craft program before it gets 
under way. 

“This compounds delay when 
engineering changes or altera- 
tions are suggested for air- 
craft,” he said. “If you want to 
add something or change ‘some- 
thing, approvals from multiple 
committees are necessary.” 

Costly Justifications. 

He further pointed out that 
the Air Force must justify its 
aircraft programs annually to 
Congress to obtain funds te 
carry them out, and must ex- 
plain its programs whenever 
there is a change of high-rank- 
ing personnel in the Air Force 
or the Administration. 

“The B-52 program was well

Dissecting the U.C. Defeat 


To the Daltor of the Post-Dispatch: 


For the first time in 20 years, 
University City has voted down a 
position of its Board of Education 
_for the sup of its schools. The 
Reople apparently have lost confi- 
énce in the School Board. 

This evidently is because every 
two or three years it asks for a new 
bond issue. Why the constant répe- 
tition? We've had data on the in- 
creased birth rate for somé years, 
we've known about proposed housing 
~Gevelépments, so why can’t wé plan 
for moré than two years ahead? 

In 1955 the Board had a campaign 
for new buildings. Can one believe 
another is necessary now and for 
néarly $4,000,000? 

Many citizens are irked because, 
though the Board has in its power to 
make voting easier by holding a 
school élection at the time and place 
ef the regular election, it réfuses to 
Go so. School officials generally ¢x- 

ess themselves, though not pub- 
icly, as feeling they get a more 
favorable vote when the polling 
oo are separate. But many cities 

ave yielded to the convenience of 
the voter; why not University City? 
. A Citizens’ Advisory Committee, 
some say, is a facade and misleading. 

As one looks over the committee 
one finds only about half the P.-T.A. 
residerits listed: no former School 

rd members: none of the chair- 
mefi of previous bond issue commit- 
teés; and only very few of the citi- 
2éns who are well known. Is this 
committee simply a front? 

Now for something constructive. 
* The schools must be supported and 
su well. To be supported well 
there must be confidence in the 
Board and its officers. Twenty years 
ago University City lost confidence 
in its Board and it defeated a pro- 
posed levy for general school sup 
; port. The big job then was to re- 
store confidence; perhaps it is the 
same now. 

Why not do as was done then, ir 
vite the citizens to a mass meeting, 
let them organize and study the 
problem? 

As a result of the activities of the 
Citizens’ Cormimittee 25 years ago, 
Ponsiderable interest was aroused ih 
' University City and the voters saw 
that men were elected to the Board 
‘@onscious of the importance of good 
‘public relations and of working very 
*closély with the community. The 
* Board of Education brought two out- 
tanding superintendents to Univer- 
sity City, built new buildings, raised 
salaries and did many other things 
to promote good schools. 

Now the schools need hélp again.

How would St. Louis's important Negro mi- 
nority fare if the Charter Freeholders adopted 
the 7-7-1 plan for the Board of AJdermen? Under 
this reform, seven aldermen would be elected 
by wards, and the Board President and seven 
others would be elected by the city at large. 

An examination of the 7-7-1 proposal in thé 
light of the defeat of the anti-discrimination 
bills last Friday might prove enlightening to 
those who fear 7-7-1 would work to the detri- 
ment of the Negro minority. 

Both of the “at large” voices heard Friday 
were in favor of a moderate anti-discrimination 
bill. These were the voices of Mayor Tucker, 
who addressed the Board, and Board President 
Donald Gunn. Both of these officials are. elected 
by the city as a whole and of necessity must take 
a city-wide view of legislation. 


It also is interesting to note that Alderman 


A. J. Cervantes, who evidently has city-wide am- . 


bitions, voted Yes. Two yéars ago he voted No, 
and in the Democratic primary of 1955 he was 
defeated by Mr. Gunn for his party’s nomination 
for Board President. Mr. Gunn then went on to 
trounce Republican Charles E. Albanese, who 
had voted against the anti-discrimination meas- 
ure earlier. 
« + “ 

Who says thé minority’s voice is not heard By 
those who hold city-wide office or have théir 
eyés on same? 


It is worth noting, too, that two other alder- 
men who usually take a broad, city-wide attitude 
toward loeal legislation also voted for the anti- 
discrimination bills. They are Republican Wil- 
liam A. Stolar in the Twenty-eighth Ward and 
Democrat William K. Gardner in the Twenty- 
fifth. They are the type of men who would be 
attracted to the city-wide or “at large” posts 
under the 7-7-1 plan. F. 


Accordingly, under this plan it is more than 
likely that six or seven “at large” votes would 
have been cast for the Tucker-Gann approach 
to the anti-discrimination measures. The Board 
President's vote would have addéd another. At 
least one additional vote would have been forth- 
coming from among the aldermén elected by 
districts, for if the new districts wére fairly 
drawh, as they should be, at least one of the 
seven ward aldermen would be a Negro, and 
possibly two. 

Thus it can fairly be said that the bill to bar 
discrimination in places of publie accommoda- 
tion, which failed by a 12-to-14 vote in the pres- 
ent Board of Aldermen, most probably would 
have been passed, 8 to 7 or 9 to 6 or 10 to 5, in 
a board organized on the 7-7-1 plan. 

* - ~ ‘ 

Whbd says the 7-7-1 plan would fail to givé 
minofities fair representation? We do not think 
it would give them over-representation, since 
their interests would be balanced in the new 
Board of Aldetmnen with the interests of the 
whole community. But neither would it under- 
represent them. In fact, the 7-7-1 plan probably 
comes as close to all-around justice as any plan 
could. 

Thé anti-discrimination bills aside, the 7-7-1 
Board in our opinion cléarly would be best for 
St. Louis. By requiring the election of more 
than half the aldermen from the city at large, 
the plan would create conditions under which 
the legislative body would be most responsive 
to the good of the wholé community. And by re- 
quiring the election of at least seven aldermen 
by wards it would bé fair to racial, national and 
neighborhood minorities as well as to the ma- 
jority. No other plan yet proposed to the Free- 
holders meets both these objectives. 
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Iceland Reconsiders 

Soviet Russia’s behavior in Hungary has 
played a big part in Iceland's decision to allow 
American military personnel to remain on the 
tiny island as a part of the North Atlantic 
alliance forces. 

It was only last March that Iceland, noting 
the relaxing of tensions between East and West, 
asked the United States to get out. The June 
elections brought strong popular support and a 
strong left-wing coalition government. Two 
months later formal request for evacuation was 
filed with NATO. Last month, NATO and Ice- 
landic teams began negotiations at Reykjavik. 


Then came the slaughter in Hungary and the 
Iceland government did some reconsidering. So 
the United States is not going to lose the 
$150,000,000 Keflavik air base that it com- 
pleted in 1951. And there are: indications that 
Ic@land is to receive economic assistance in 
connéction with its failing fish industry. Soviet 
Russia’s self-tevelation in Hungary thus results 
in a strengthening of NATO. 
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Where Industry's Power Goes 

Cogent new reasons for the Government to 
build some commercial-scale atomic power plants 
have been brought out at a conference of 175 in- 
dustrial leaders of New York State at the @ni- 
versity of Buffalo. 

The industrial development 6f the country is 
being disadvantaged by the démands of thé 
Atomic Energy Commission's nuclear plants for 
a huge and growing share of thé total production 
of power. So déelares the Néw York State Com- 
mérce Commissionér, Edward T. Dickinson. He 
reports that the AEC’s installations will use one 
fifth of all the industrial electric power gener- 
ated in the United States this year. 

The consequentes are, Commissioner Dickin- 
son says, that industry is being deprived of part 
of its fair share of the available power supply, 
with prospects of increasing deprivation. 

Accordingly, he proposes that the AEC make 
itself somewhat self-supporting powét-wise. He 
suggests a 2,000,000-kilowatt atomie power plant 
at each of the commission’s major installations, 
to supply the neéds thére. This is similar 
to the sensible proposals made by Sefator 
Gore of Tennessee and Representative Holifield 
of California to the last Congress as a means of 
satisfying members who feared that publi¢ atom- 
ic plants would compefe with private utilities 
for the geriéral market. 

Exclusive of the industrial consideration, there 
is more than ample reason for public initiative 
to put steam behind the development of atomic 
power plants. Commissioner Dickinson well ex- 
pressed the larger concern when he said: “Our 
world leadership depends upon progress in the 
development of atomic ‘enérgy and its commer- 
cial applications fully.as much as it does on 
the development and stoekpiling of nuclear 
weapons,” 

But the issue of afi ample rather than a 
pinched supply of electric power for expanding 
American industry is important enough in its 
own right. It demonstrates in a particularly un- 
déerstandable way that those who oppose public 
nuclear power plants on the grounds of socialism 
are actually standing in the light of capitalism. 

General Motors, thé Aluminum Co. of Amefi- 
ca and the Ford Motor Co. formerly consumed 
the majof portion Of industrial @lectric power. 
Now the Atomi¢ Energy Commission outstrips 
them all. Its demands admittedly must be mét, 


and at the highest priorities. But in view of all 
the damage being done by AEC’s present inert 
policies toward atomie power development, is 
there really any justification for deferring long- 
er an order to the eiimniiésién té help support 


‘itself? 
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How to Strengthen the Words 

This is Human Rights day, eighth anniversary 
of the adoption of the Unitéd Nations Declara- 
tion on Human Rights, As President Eisen- 
howér says, the occasi¢n takes Oh solemn mean- 
ing from the .horréfs in Hiingafy. The Soviet 
Union's brutal assault on thé Hufigarian people— 
how apparently reaching a new peak of repres- 
sion as the flickering flame of itidependence 
refuses to die—does indeed do violence to vir- 
tually evéry tenet of thé Declaration. 

In addition toa Declaration, howéver, the 
United Nations formulated a Covenant on Hu- 
man Rights, by which nations that believe in 
human rights can give to their faith the bind- 
ing force of a treaty commitment, President 
Eisenhower's words would catry greater weight 
if the United States had ratified the Covenant. 
Unfortunately, Secretary Dulles soon after tak- 
ing office abatidoned the effort for ratification. 
The Covenant has been opposed by some South- 
érners and by ultranatiénalists who séé it as a 
challenge to “national sovéreignty.” 

During the Middle Bast crisis Président Fisen- 
hower rededicated this country t) the United 
Nations. Is it not time to réview his policy of 
letting the Covenant on Human Rights languish? 
A strong fight for ratification would make clear 
to the world that this ¢ountry, for one, stands 
ready to translate abstractions into international 
law. 
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Language as Good Business 

The State Department is not alone in its 
natural concern for foréign language training 
suitable to a nation with world-wide interests. 
Many of our gréat corporations, spread around 
the world, are bumping into the général Ameri- 
can lack of knowledge of other people's tongues. 

These companiés are doing something about 
it, howéver, on the practical theory that knowing 
a customer's or employe’s languagé is just good 
business. Management Record, published by the 
National Industrial Conference Board, has sur- 
veyed 25 large firms which have had experiencé 
in language training of employes. 

Since, as the publication says, an accountant 
in Venezuela may need no khowlédge of Spanish 
while a salesman in Africa may desperately need 
to know Afrikaans, the companies vary their 
training to suit the situation. And géneérally 
they avoid the leisurely type of study found in 
high schools and collegés, and instead use thé 
intensive training employed by the Armed 
Forces in World War Il. 

One company, for exsamilé¢, arranges 4 course 
lasting only two weeks by requiring six or 
seven daily hours of instruction. An oil firm in 
South America requires employes to sttidy Span- 
ish eight hours 4 day, five days a week, for a 
period up to four weeks. 

The companies have found that their employes 
can gain a rudimentary khowledgé-and a basic 
vocabulary nécéssary fot a particular job in a 
short time. The condenséd courses thus provide 
a start, and the employe is éxpécted to continue 
his }éarning on the job in the course of “learn- 
ing by doing.” As one firm states: 


It is our belief that an intensive course 
taken upon atrival in a foreign country is of 
moré value bécausé the employe begins 
using his new knowledge at once and thus 
further intensifies his learning. There is no 
in-between.period for forgetting. 


The two principles of the intensive course 
and of immediate use of what is learned have 
been found to be the best means of teaching a 
foreign tongue quickly. Not every school can 
use this method, and it does not replace the 
more traditional methods of scholarship. But 
the companies are interested in results. And 
one result is that more and@ more Américans are 
learning to find their way around in another 
man’s tongue. 
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Sen. Humphrey's Defense of NATO 


Now that Vice President Nixon has announced 
that the United States will not allow the Suez 
affair to deepen the disagreement with its West 
European allies, Great Britain and France, it is 
only fair to credit Minnesota's Democratic Sena- 
tor Hubert Humphrey for his part in averting a 
policy of punitive toughness. 

After learning that an influential State De- 
partment group wanted to withhold all American 
help in thé European oil shortage until after 
the last English and French soldiers had left 
Egypt, the Sénator got in touth with Deputy 
Under Sécretary Robert Murphy and other State 
Department officials. He said that while he 
favored American support of the Asian and Af- 
rican defiand for immediate withdrawal, it 
would be &@ grave mistake to seek to cultivate 
new friends at the expense of old ones. 

The Asian-Affican bide, he said, really would 
not be impressed by desertion of our NATO 
partners. The Senator also. émphasized that in 
view of thé difficultiés of the last year, no new 
strain sHould be put on NATO. The United 
States must ship oil, he said, as soon as it re- 
e@iyed assurafce of the withdrawal instead of 
waiting f6ér its completion. 

Five days later President Eisenhower an- 
nounced interim shipments of 500,000 barrels a 
day.

And late last wéek 
the Vice President further cleared the air by 
emphasizing the primacy of North Atlantic ¢o- 
operation.

Late in the evening of Sunday, Nov. 
4—a night of terfor in Budapest that 
no one who lived through it will ever 
forget—1 met Bela Kovacs, one of the 
leaders of Hungary’s short-lived revo- 
lutionary government, in a cellar in 
the gity’s center. 

All day long, Soviet tfoops had been 
re-entering the eity after their feigned 
withdrawal, and they had already ar- 
rested Premier Imre Nagy along with 
most of his Ministers and embarked on 
largé-scale repris- 
als. 

Kovacs, as a Min- 
ister of State of 
the Nagy regime, 
had started off for 
the Parliament 
Building early that 
morning, but he 
néver reached it. 
Soviet tanks were 
there ahead of him. 
Now he _ squatted 
on the floor op- 
posite me, a fugi- 
tive from Soviet 
search squads. 


Bela Kovacs 


The dim light 
deepeneti the heavy lines of his face. 
A hunched, stocky man, with a thin 


mustache and half-closed éyes, Bela 
Kovacs was only a shadow of the ro- 
bust figuré he once had-been. Now in 
his early fifties, he had risen to promi- 
nénce after the war as one of the top 
leaders of the Hungarian Independent 
Smaliholders party. 


His prestige had become so gréat 
among the peasantry that at first the 
Communists had not molested him. 
But thén the Soviets themselves 
steppéd in, arresting him on a trumped- 
up chargé of plotting against the oceu- 
pation forces and sentencing him to 
life imprisonment. 


After eight years in Siberia, Kovacs 
was returned to Hunga and trans- 
ferred to a Hungarian jail, from which 
he was reléased in the spring of 1956, 
broken in body but not in spirit by his 
long ordéal. 


After what was called his “rehabilita- 
tion,” Kovaes was visitéd by his. old 
enémy Rakosi, who called to pay his 
respécts. Rakosi was met at the door 
by this message from Kevacs: “I do 
not receive murderers in my home.” 


So long as Nagy’s government was 
still under the thumb of the Commiu- 
nist Politburo, Kovacs tefuséd to have 
anything to do with the new regime. 
Only ih the surgé of the late Octobér 
uprising, when Nagy succeeded in free- 
ing himself ffom his former associatés 
afid cast abotit to form a coalition gov- 
ernment, did Kovacs consent to lend 
opularity to it. 
We discussed the revolution. Kovacs’s 


totalitarianism but begs West to ‘keep reactionaries out of our 
hair’; Western ties with ousted feudalists hurt freedom’s cause.

somber eyes lit up. “It has brought 
modern history to a turning point,” he 
said. “It has exposed totalitarian falla- 
¢ies moré sharply than any event be- 
fore. Our people were beaten, cowed, 
and for years lived in abject surrender, 
yet when the howr struck they all 
streamed out of their homes, Commu- 
nists and non-Communists alike, to re- 
gain their self-respect by defying their 
tormentors. And look what happened 
to the Communist party! It disappeared 
overnight—not ferced to dissolve, but 
by common consent! Have you ever 
heard of a ruling party voting itself 
out of existence? 


The talk moved toward the crucial 
point: How much truth was in the Rus- 
siah assertion that the revolution had 
become a counter-revolution and that 
therefore Russian intervention was jus- 
tified? 

“I tell you,” said Kovacs, “this was a 
revolution from inside, léd by Commu- 
nists. There is not a shred of evidence 
that it was otherwise. Communists out- 
raged by their own doings prepared the 
ground for it and fought for it during 
the first few days. 

“This @nabled us former non-Com- 
munist party leaders to come forward 
and demand a share in Hungary's fu- 
ture. Subsequently this was granted by 
Nagy, and the Social Democratic, Inde- 
pendent Smallholders, and Hungarian 
Péasant parties were reconstituted. 


“True, there was a small fringe of 
extremists in the streets and there was 
also évidence of a movement which 
seemed to have ties with the exiled 
Nazis and Nyilas of former days. But 
at no timé was their strength such as 
to cause Concern. 

“No oOfe in Hungary cares for those 
who fled t6 the West after their own 
corrupt terror regime was finished— 
and then got their financing from the 
West. Had thére been an attempt to 
put them in power, all Hungary would 
have risen instantly.” 

For the first time during the night 
Kovacs smiled. He told me: 


“Tt wish you could convince the 
West and make them keep the reac- 
tionaries out of our hair. Many of the 
exiles the Americans are backing are 
men who are marked becatise of their 
war. crimés. 

“Some of thé voices that comé to us 
over Radio Free Europe in particular 
are not weléome here. I understand 
the Americans’ eagerness to fight Com- 
munism, But this is not the way to do it. 

“As long as the West continues to 
maintain ties with Hungarian feudalists 
and fascists, we afe handicapped in our 
effort to seek ties with you. Tell your 
people to help us by selling demoe- 
racy to the Hungarians, rathér than 
White reaction.”

A Mysterious Passion 


VANQUISH THE ANGEL, by Diana and Meir Gil- 
lon. (John Day, 252 paqs., $3.50.) 

“ .. to make a place where Jewish- 
ness is as taken for granted as English- 
ness is taken for granted here.” So 
Yoel Bar Ze'ev explains Zionism to 
the English country squire who is his 
future father-in-law. 

For the average Gentile reader, Zion- 
ism must remain a rather mysterious 
passion. To be sure the Crusaders 
hurled army after army toward Jéru- 
salem for hundreds of years—even the 
children had their own crusade. But 
the Crusades were fought for reasons 
of religious pride. The Jews fight 
reverentiy to add another book to the 
Old Testament, a book of homecoming 
to the land of Jacob, where they will 
always belong. Nevertheless such pas- 
sions seém curiously archaic in our 
well-fed modern America. 

Diana and Méir Gillon have told a 
story of a struggling, vital experiment, 
of the kind of violent feeling whick 
forged our own America. Yoel] Bar 
Ze'ev (Hebrew for Wolfsohn) and his 
English bride Olivia arrive in Palestine 
to take up the battle for the national 
home. This is everybody's fight. On 
the breakfast tray brought to the 
Hagannah sharpshooter was polished 
Siiver and a clean starched tray cloth.

Hillel answered, “I will tell you. Love 
your neighbor as yourself.” “The good 
life in Israel and the good man,” re- 
flects Yoél, “would differ in ne funda- 
mental from good life and good people 
anywhere else.”

In this connection, I would 
recommend the study of a 
memorandum, first published in 
the middle of November, by the 
International Commission of 
Jurists, which has its head- 
quarters at The Hague. 

This memorandum is called 
“Hungary and the Soviet Def- 
inition of Aggression.” It con- 
tains the clearest and most suc- 
cinct account available of the 
events in Hungary which led 
up to the Kadar usurpation. 

I would be surprised if any- 
one who reads it with an open 
mind will disagree with its con- 
clusions — that Kadar is a 
usurper and a puppet, that his 
government is illegitimate, and 
that by the Soviet Union’s own 
official definition of “aggres- 


sion,” as proposed to the United

ual life.” 

Dr. Sessin said certain fac- 
tors of modern economy and 
living have brought about “ten- 
sions and stresses which strike 
at the roots of family life. 

“While there is what might 
be termed an adequate income 
in more and more family homes, 
a growing number of people are 
apparently becoming involved in 
indebtedness beyond their ca- 
pacities.” 

Other speakers included the 
Rev. Thomas F. Durkin, pastor 
of St. Louis Cathedral; William 
J. Dahm and James J. O’Con- 
nor, vice presidents of the 
Metropolitan Central Council 
and William D. Walsh, treasurer.

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WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (UP) 

- ~The amount of radiation ex- 

** posure atomic energy workers 

may receive is being cut by two- 

thirds—for the benefit of their 
descendants. 

This was disclosed for the 
first time today in a paper pre- 
pared for delivery later this 
week at the winter meeting of 
the American Nuclear Society. 
The paper was written by Dr. 
Lauriston S. Taylor of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards, 
chairman of the National Com- 
mittee on Radiation Protection. 

The cut is being recommend- 
ed primarily for genetic reasons 
—to prevent radiatiori damage 
to the hereditary materials 
which determine the well-being 
of future generations. 

_ The new “permissible radia- 
. tion exposure levels’ were 
_adopted, after a long period of 
study, at a meeting of Taylor's 
committee in Chicago 
Thursday night. 
Suggested Limits. 

They would iimit “occupa- 
tional exposure” in industry to 
an average of five roentgens 
(5 R) per person per year and 
about 26U per person in a work- 
ing lifetime up to age 70. This 
is about one third the present 
permissible amount. 

The new rules are being writ- 
ten into “Handbook 59,’ the 
radiation bible used by the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
the young nuclear energy in- 
dustry for designing plants and 
determining operating condi- 
tions. 

Taylor emphasized that the 
present permissible maximums 
are safe—as far as any detect- 
able effect on the individual 
himself is concerned. It was 
decided to trim them by two 
thirds, on a lifetime average, as 
a further safeguard against im- 
perceptible effects — such as 
possible slight lowering of the 
individual's life-span and gene- 
tic damage that might be passed 
on from generation to genera- 
tion. 

A basic aim is to see that a 
person gets the least exposure 
in the years when he is most 
procreative. Another is to write 
rules which, though fully pro- 
tective, are not so rigid that 
they would cramp the. atomic 
industry and, through some 
slight departure, cut short an 
individual's career. 

Although the cumulative per- 
missible goes up with age, the 
rule says no one should receive 
‘more than 15 R in any one year. 

Taylor discussed only levels 
for persons who work with radi- 
ation. He estimated that in 
this country they number no 
more than 500,000 or one third 
of 1 per cent of the population. 

He did not discuss H-bomb 
fallout or maximum permissible 
radiation exposures for the gen- 

‘eral population. Scientists gen- 
erally agree that the maximums 
for the whole population should 
be much lower than the occu- 
pational. 

The present occupational 
“permissible” is three tenths of 
a roentgen per week “over the 
period of employment.” This 
could permit a person to re- 
ceive as muchgas 600 R in 40 
years of work. The new rute 
would cut that to 200 R. 

The average dental X-ray de- 

** livers about five roentgens to 
the patient’s jaw. In setting 
permissible occupational levels 
Taylor's committee considers 
“whole body” exposure. He said 
medical exposures, affecti ng 
only small parts of the bod; 
would not significantly affect 
‘the occupational permissibles. 


Close Agreement. 


The new rules are in close 
agreement with proposals made 
by the National Academy of 
Sciences last June for individ- 
ual maximums. The academy, 
however, would further reduce 
the average for the general pop- 
ulation. 

It recommended, for example. 
that the average exposure level 
be held to only 10 R through 
age 30 for the population as 
a whole. This compares with 
180 R for the 18-20 age period 
under the old occunatioral per- 
missible and 60 R under the 
new one. 

The National Committee on 
Radiation Protection is an un- 
official group and its rules have 
no legal force. The AEC does 
follow them, however. and so 
do most other organizations 
working with radiation.

Adding New 
Flavor to 


Cole Slaw 


By Edith M. Barber 


ABBAGE salad. When I was 
C: child, we never called it 

that. It was “cold” slaw. 
It was years before I discovered 
that the “d” on cold should 
have been replaced by “e.” As 
you probably know, “cole” is 
the German word for cabbage 
while “slaw” means cut. 

Cole slaw was probably the 
original salad, although the 
term was seldom used in olden 
times. A “biled” dressing was, 
of course, homemade and is still 
popular. If mayonnaise is 
used to replace it, it should be 
highly flavored with prepared 
mustard and perhaps a little 
sour cream. I also like to use 
whole mustard seed instead of 
the other type of mustard. If 
the seed is used, it should be 
added to the dressing at least 
half an hour before using so 
Faia will be well distrib- 
uted. 


Sometimes, minced green 
pepper or pimiento is added to 
cole slaw as much for the color 
as for the new flavor. Another 
good variation is combining 
canned pineapple tidbits or 
chunks with the cabbage. The 
grated pineapple is not quite so 
good in the salad. 


Old-Fashioned Cole Slaw. 


One small head cabbage, 
three-quarter cup cooked dress- 
ing, or mayonnaise and pre- 
pared mustard, one-quarter cup 
sour cream, salt, paprika, green 
pepper or pimiento rings. 

Shred cabbage and mix with 
dressing. Add sour cream, and 
salt and pepper to taste. Chill 
several hours, if possible, and 
serve garnished with green 

“pepper or pimiento rings. Yield: 
Six servings. 

Note: Two tablespoons whole 
mustard seed may replace the 
prepared mustard. 


Cabbage-Pineapple Slaw. 

Use recipe for old-fashioned 
cole slaw, and just before serv- 
ing fold in cut drained pine- 
apple. Serve on bed of salad 
greens or in lettuce cups. Gar- 
nish with paprika or green 
pepper slivers.

Double Agent Trapped Girl Student, Who in Turn Exposed-High Nationalist as Traitor

N Formosa alone 500 Com- 
() munise spies have been ar- 

rested since the surrender 
of Japan. Of these 500 spies, 
many who were executed were 
not “fellow travelers,” propa- 
gandists or sympathizers of 
Communism but plain, outright 
ordinary military and naval 
spies. 

There were small-fry spies 
and spy bosses: There were 
intellectuals, women, students 
and even generals. Some of the 
spies switched sides three and 
four times, and it is hard to 
say for whom they really 
worked. Many were double 
spies telling triple lies. 

A few were unimportant, but 
most were deadly dangerous. 
All had their function in spy- 
ing and undermining to destroy 
the independence of the island 
of Formosa. 

Take the case of two univer- 
sity students. Their names were 
Lin Yuan and his mistress, 
Kiang Min-tuan. The two love- 
birds had come to Formosa as 
refugees from Shanghai where 
they had studied. They con- 
tinued their majors in history 
at Taiwan University. 

They apparently took life in 
exile seriously and showed their 
sincerity by being excellent stu- 
dents, earning the admiration 
and friendship of their fellow 
students and faculty. The uni- 
versity president, Fu Shi-nien, 
grew fond of those two people 
from Shanghai -who needed 
warmth, understanding, and 
friendship. 

The college president de- 
scribed the two lovers: “When 
they talked of the last days in 
Shanghai, their eyes filled with 
tears and I saw how much they 


suffered. I liked them very 
much.”

learning Lin Yuan and Kiang 
were secret service agents work- 
ing with the Cominform.

Showing the clubs can only help 
the defense by either stopping 
a favorable lead or producing a 
damaging one. If your hand 
were quite a bit stronger and 
you wished to investigate slam 
possibilities, you’d then show 
the club suit. 


3. @AQ652 985 @KQ3 #hKQIJ 
Answer: Three spades. Enough 
over a minimum to make game 
a distinct possibility but not 
enough to go it alone. Let your 
partner tell how good his raise 
was by passing or going to 
four spades, or to three no- 
trump if his hand calls for 
that bid. 
4. @AKJ43 OKI @A4 HhAJII3 
Answer: Three clubs. (Or 
three diamonds is also accepta- 
ble.) Slam is possible if part- 
ner has a good raise and the 
right cards. If over three clubs 
partner bids anything but three 
spades (four spades, four clubs, 
three hearts, for example) you 
should then make some further 
slam effort; the form it will take 
depends on his bid.

Tomato-Topped M acaroni 
and Cheese 


Ingredients: Four’ servings 
cooked macaroni mixed with 
cheese sauce, four small toma- 
toes (about one pound), salt, 
pepper, one-half teaspoon sugar, 
grated cheese, paprika. 

Method: Turn macaroni and 
cheese sauce (hot or cold) into 
a small shallow baking dish—a 
deep heat-resistant glass pie 
plate is fine.

U.S. Policy 
In Near East 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 

T WAS interesting that the 

Vice President of the United 

States, in a speech on foreign 
affairs at the National Auto- 
mobile Show dinner here, 
made the following statement: 
“Neither we nor our allies were 
without fault im the handling of 
the crisis in which we now find 
ourselves.” 

I think many of. us are glad 
to hear this note of humbleness 
creep into an Administration 
statement. Everyone coming 
from Washington has been re- 
porting to me that the Admin- 
istration felt completely vir- 
tuous and bore no sense of 
responsibility in the situations 
which led up to the action by 
Britain and France in the Suez 
Canal area and to the crisis be- 
tween Israel and Arab states. 

This is an entirely unrealistic 
attitude on our part, and I am 
happy to see the Vice President 
preparing us to face our re- 
sponsibilities. 


* ” * 

OUR MEMORIES are short. 
We have already forgotten that 
our State Department, during 
President Truman’s administra- 
tion, made no protest when 
Egypt prevented two Israeli 
ships from going through the 
Suez Canal. Then was the time 
for.us to have said: “This is an 
international waterway and all 
ships go through.” 

Egyptian dictator Gamal Ab- 
del Nasser would have known 
then that there were limits to 
what he could do. 

We then proceeded to take 
the responsibility of urging 
Britain to remove her forces 
from the Suez Canal in order 
to make negotiations with Nas- 
ser easier. But it was a natural 
feeling of resentment on the 
part of Great Britain .that we, 
having urged them to leave the 
Suez Canal zone, should then 
take the responsibility of press- 
ing for the settlement of the 
problems of the canal and the 
Near East as a whole. 


* * * 

I UNDERSTAND that the 
British were prepared to bring 
these questions to the United 
Nations and that again we felt 
this should be delayed. Can we 
say, in the light of this history, 
that we have no responsibility 
for their final action? 

Therefore, I am glad that our 
leaders are beginning to pre- 
pare the people of this country 
for a more co-operative attitude 
toward our 
Britain, France and Israel—and
